Ga., August 20.—Declaring 
that he had rather sec her dead than 
married to another, William McLeod, 
a farm hand, today confessed to Sheriff 
Riecketson that he murdered Mattie 
Graham. a wealthy and refined young 
woman whose body was yesterday dis- 
covered ir a swamp near her home at 
Hokesboro Coffee county. 

Tells of Crime. 

Going into every detail, his state- 
ment is that he left his work and went 
to the house before dinner. Not seeing 
her he asked for Miss Mattie, and be- 
ing informed that she had gone to 
her field for a melon, he followed and 
found her. 

-Both started back to the house side 
by side. Coming to a branch near the 
house he let her precede him. When 
at her back he caught her by the left 
arm and cut one side of her throat. 

She turned and looked him in the 
face and exclaimed: 

“Lord have mercy” were the onlv 
words she ever spoke after the attack. 
Then he finished cutting her throat 
and cut her in the side as she fell. 

Stamped Her in the Face. 

He stamped her in the face, washed 
the biood from his knife, face and 
Overalls and when dry went to the 
house and ate dinner. His onlv motive 
for his crime was that he had rather 
see her dead than to see her marry 
Byrd Mobley. 

While he loved her he had never 
told her, and if she was now alive no 
motive could induce him to harf her. 
His onif fear appears to be of lynch- 
ing. He does not show any remorse. 


FOSTER WILLARD FAILS | 
TO SMASH AIR RECORD 


Makes Effort to Win 
Scientific American 
7 Trophy. 


the 


Mineola, N. Y. ,August 20.—C. Foster 
Willard’s first attempt to win the 
trophy offered by The Scientific 
American for the longest flight by an 
aeroplane failed today because of the 
accident to the framework of his ma- 
chine, the Golden Flyer. One of the 
Supports of the rear horizontal rudder 
was broken in starting and thts pre- 
vented the vertical rudder from work- 
ing. After fiying in a semi-circle for 
nearly a mile, Willard was compelled 
to alight and postpone further § at- 
tempts until next week. 

The scene of the flight was Hemp- 
stead Plains, L. lL. where Charles M. 
Manly, of the Aeronautic’ Society, 
which owns the aeroplane, had .estab- 
lished a circular course about 1 1-3 
miles in circumference. The machine 
is the one formerly operated by Glenn 
H. Curtiss, whose record flight of 52 
minutes and 30 seconds, a few weeks 
ago, Willard is trying to exceed. 

Before starting Willard had some 
trouble with the oil pump of his en- 
Zine and this delayed his start for 
about an hour. Then, to test the 
pump he made a preliminary flight 
around the course and alighted. The 
start for the trophy was made at 
6:35 a. m. Owing to the roughness of 
the ground near the, starting point an 
extra heav’Y strain was put upon the 
rear horizontal rudder in rising from 
the starting rail, with the result that 
the rudder doubled up and interfered 
with the operation of the vertical rud- 
der. Willard kept on for about a mile, 
but at the third run, when two-thirds 
of the distance around the circuit was 
completed, he discovered that he was 
unable to steer the machine and came 
to the ground. 

Repairs will be made quickly, but as 
the test must be made in the presence 
of Mr. Manly, representing -the Aero- 
nautic Society, a second attempt at a 
distance flight could ngt oééur before 
Monday, which is the first day on 
which Mr. Manly can be present.

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OF THE ATLANTA CIRCUIT 


Prominent Atlanta Attorney Named by Governor Brown 
to Fill New Place on Bench of Fulton 
Superior Court. 


George L. Bell, a well-known law- 
yer of Atlanta, and for twelve years 
assistant United States district attor- 
ney for the northern district of Geor- 
®ia under appointment by President 
Cleveland, was yesterday appointed by 
Governor Brown as judge of the newly 
created superior court in the Atlanta 
circuit. The appointment is effec- 
tive at once and Mr. Bell will prob- 
ably take the oath at once. 

Mr. Bellf™ name has been mentioned 
in connection with this appointment 
ever since the effort bégan to secure 
the new court, and his friends have 
been confident all along that the ap- 
pointment would go to him. Never- 
theless they have not been inactive, 
but have presented to the governor 
numerous indorsements in his behalf. 
including, it is stated, a good ma- 
jority the Atlanta bar. Indorse- 
ments of Mr. Bell also came from 
the bar of Columbus, Rome and other 
cities. 

Under this appointment he 
until his successor is elected in Oc- 
tober, 1910, in which election it is 
understood he will be a candidate to 
succeed himself. 

The salary attached to the position 
is $5,000 a year, of which the state 
pays $3,000 which is the stated sal- 
ary of judges of superior courts, and 
the county pays the other $2,000, this 
being an established custom, author- 
ized by legislative enactment in Ful- 
ton and Chatham counties.

Broyles, of the recorder’s court: Eb T.

George L. Bell was born in Cum- 
ming, Forsyth oounty, Georgia, on 
March 10, 1857; a son of Colonel Hiram 
P. and Virginia (Lester) Bell. 

He completed his literary education 
at Emory college in 1875, afterwards 
taking up the study of law and was 
edmitted to the bar in 1877. 

He was thereafter engaged in the 
practice of his profession at Cum- 
ming, Ga., until 1888, when he repre- 
sented Forsyth county in the- general 
assembly of Georgia during the years 
1888-9. 

In 1893 he was appointed to the

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position of assistant United States at-- 
terney for the northern disriet of 
Georgia by President Grover Cleve- 
land. 

He resided in Gainesville, Ga., from 
1893 until 1895, when he removed to

Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 20.—-(Spe- 
cial.)—-Declaring that he was driven 
to desperation by sight of the decu- 
ment that declared his wife, for whom 
he held a wild infatuation, had been 
joined in wedlock with another, 


shot and instantly killed the woman 
in the office of Chief of Police Long 
at the city building. 

The crime came as a lightning boit 
from a clear sky, the chief and his 
clerk, J. Frank Reinig, having just 
left the couple after they had appar- 
ently effect a reconciliation and ad- 
justed the family trouble that had 
caused them to part. 

The scene behind the closed door of 
the private office where the pair were 
left alone will never be definitely 
known, but as soon as the shot rang 
out Chief Long, who was ust without 
the door. burst into the room, where 
a gruesome sight met his gaze. 

The woman lay on the fioor with 
blood pouring from her wounds, while 
the husband stood above her with a 
smoking revolver in his hand. 

Enraged at the act, the official flew 
at the throat of the man, whom he 
realized had killed her, and securing 
a good hold, threw him back against 
the wall, where the weapon was 
wrested from his hand. During the 
struggle with the man Chief Long 
sustained a slight wound on his fore- 
finger. 

His Wife Runs Away. 

Marion and the deceased, his com- 
mon law wife, who was formerly Miss 
Frances Lee, of Zion City, Il., had, it 
is alleged, been living together as hus- 
band and wife for seven years. The 
slayer during the winter was a theat- 
rical advance ‘agent and a Pullman 
conductor during the summer. 

Several weeks ago, it is claimed, the 
woman ran away with another man, 
taking her child with her. Marion 
traced them to this city, and through 
the chief of police he arranged to meet 
his wife at police headquarters to- 
night. 

When they met at police headquar- 
ters. he kissed her and bath appeared 
happy. Turning to-Chief of Policé 
Long. Marion asked the latter to step 
from the office a few moments while 
he spoke to his wife in private. The 
chief, thinking he was accomplishing 
a kind act by bringing man and wife 
together. readiily consented. As soon 
as he left the room Marion asked his 
wife if she would return to Atlanta 
with him. She refused, whereupon he 
pulled a revolver and shot her dead.

The jury stepped forward and grasp- 
ed his hand. He shook hands with the 
foreman, placed his face close to that 
of his life-long friend and said, “‘God- 
bless you, George,’ while the court- 
room pressed forward to congratulate 
him. 

His friends had to support him to 
keep the crowd back as they led him 
out and down the steps.

tion of every message within the time 
allowed for the service.

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PASSES SEAT 


Given a Vote of Twenty- 
Three to Six, 


Drastic Prohibition Measure 
Was Passed by the House 
Last Week---It Now Only 
Awaits the Signature of Gov- 
ernor Comer. 


Montgomery, Ala. August 20.—The 
Fuller bill..the most drastic and far- 
reaching prohibition bill ever drawn 
in this state, was passed in the sen- 
ate today by a vote of 238 to-6. 

The measure forbids the posses- 
sion, even, of liquor except in pri- 
vate residences, makes the accused 
party prove his own innocence before 
any evidence against him is intro- 
duced, makes the use of the word sa- 
loon a crime, bars the advertisement 
of liquors from billboards and signs, 
and holds that even the possession 
of a federal liquor license is abso- 
Iute proof of guilt in selling intoxi- 
cants. 

The bili has a dozen other nearly as 
strong clauses, and the only amend- 
ment was the one striking out the 
clause forbidding the sale in the state 
of all newspapers or magazines which 
contained liquor advertisements. 

The bill was passed by the house 
last week and now only awaits the 
governor’s signature to become a law.

Honors Are Given Him. 

Chicago, August 20.—Professor Al- 
bert A. Michelson, the Univygrsity of 
Chicago psychist, whose work in. op- 
tical experiments gained the Nobel 
prize of $40,000 for him in 1907, Was 
informed yesterday that he had shared 
in the general distribution of honor- 
ary degre made at the five -hun- 
dredth anniversary of the University 
of Leipzig. He was given the titles 
of doctor of philosophy and master of 
liberal arts. <A letter accompanying 
the diploma was written by Dr. Ger- 
hardt Seeliger, and contatned words 
for the professor's work in 
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speedway—the former won the fast- 
est 1!00-mile race ever held in this 
country, while the latter established 
a new 1!0-mile record. Not a single 
accident+of a serious nature marred 
the day’s racing, and it was a welcome 
relief from the tragedies of yesterday. 

The only accident reported was a 
bruised arm, sustained by Barney Old- 
field in the 1l!0-mile free-for-all race, 
in which Zengel made his new record. 

Crowd of 18,000 Present. 

A crowd of about 18,000 spectators 
crowded the two big stands, and hun- 
dreds of automobiles filled every inch 
of the desirable parking spaces. The 
crowd was considerably larger than 
yesterday, many of the _ spectators 
doubtless being attracted by morbid 
curiosity excited by yesterday’s accl- 
dents. 

The feature of the day was the easy 
victory of Strang, who drove a Buick 
in the 100-mile race, the star event of 
the day. Strang led all the way from 
the start, and won by about ten miles, 
in exceptional time. 

At first it was thought this was a 
new 1[00-mile record for this country, 
but the officials announced that they 
had decided to allow the mark of 
1:32:19 9-10, made by Chevrolet in the 
first 100 miles of the 250-mile race 
yesterday, stand, despite the fact that 
Chevrolet did not finish the race. 
Strang, however, beat Crevrolet’s rec- 
ords for nearly all the distances be- 
tween 20 ang 100 miles. Strang’s time 
was more than eleven minutes better 
than the 1[100-mile track record made 
by Burman, at Columbus, Ohio. on July 
3. of this year. Burman’s record was 
made on I-mile track. 

Comparison of Records. 

A comparison of the time made by 
Strang today and the records made on 
one-mile tracks clearly demonstrates 
the possibilities of the new speedway, 
which is the only two and one-half- 
mile track in the world

His pace was’ uniform 
throughout and the speedy car con- 
tinued to reel off lap after lap and 
mile after mile with remarkable uni- 
formitv. He increased his lead all the 
way and never once was he forced tu 
take a rival's dust. 

Sanction Not Withdrawn. 

The Americati Automobile Associa- 
tion will not withdraw its sanction 
from the meet. as its officials are sat- 
isfied that the speedway owners have 
done all in their power to make the 
course safe. Every inch of it was 
oiled and tarred and the bad spots‘ 
repaired as much as possible. The 
absence of the stifling ciouds of dust 
throwr up by the racers yesterday 
helped greativ in the speed and mini- 
mized the chances for serious acci- 
dents. 

Before Strang started on his won- 
derful race the honors had gone to 
Zengzel. who established a new ten- 
mile record in his Chadwick. This 
was the second time in the meet 
that this record had been broken. 
Chevrolet reduced Oldficild’s old mark 
of 9:12 yesterday, when he won 
a ten-mile race in 8:56 4-10, and Zen- 
sel slashed this to 8:23 2-14.in the 
ten-mile free-for-all today. 

Aitken, in a National, who finished 
second in that event, als6O had the 
honor of breaking Chevrolet's old 
mark, as his time was 8:32 6-10, 


50-Mile Race a Walk-Away.

ON ANTUNG-MUKDEN ROAD 


Tokio, August 20.—The memorandum 
signed at Mukdgn, Manchuria, August 
19, bv representatives of the Japanese 
in Chinese governments, practically 
closes the Antung-Mukden controver- 
According to the terms of this un- 
derstanding, China agrees to afford 
Japan every assistance in the 
struction of the Antung-Mukden rall- 
road and withdraws all her objections. 

An official communication issued to 
the powers this afternoon details the 
progress of the negotiations since Au- 
gust 6, as follows: 

“With reference to the reconstruc- 
tion of the Antung-Mukden railroad, 
taron Ijuin, the Japanese minister to 
China, notified China on August 6, that 
the work would be undertaken imme- 
diately. The Chinese government re- 
plied that China did not insist on her 
objections, but requested that the ques- 
tion of the rectification of the line 
might be submitted to commissioners 
appointed by both countries. On Au- 
gust 10, Baron Ijuin replied to this note

were confined to the absolute necessi- 
ties. based on the result of the joint 
survey already made by the commis- 
sioners of both governments. It was 
therefore unnecessary to send out new

“On August 13, China answered this 
Japanese communication in such terms 
that the Japanese government felt jus- 
tified in assuming that China was fully 
prepared to recognize the immediate 
necessity of reconstructing the road, 
and desired to render all necessary co- 
operation. 

“The Japanese government, there- 
fore, in consideration of the friendly 
relations between Japan and China, in- 
structed its representative at Mukden 
ty sign a memorandum with the vice- 
roy and governor.

Dr. Hodgson on Stand. 

Dr. Fred Hodgson was next called. 
He testified that he could not see 
how wounds in Williams’ body could 
have been received if Willlams was 
facing Bain. He testified further that 
it was improbable that Williams could 

ve been looking at Bain. 

He was subjectedgto a rigid cross- 
examination by attorneys for the de- 
fense who attempted to have witness 
say that the bullet wound near the 
“middie of the back might have been 
inflicted with Williams facing Bain. 
In this, they failed, however. 

The state introduced Sergeant Lan- 
ford of the police detective depart- 
ment to prove that Bain was intoxi- 
cated at the time of the shooting. The 
G@efense obetced, but Judge Roan over- 


” Yuled it. 


Sergeant Lanford said he saw Bain 


shortly after the shooting and found! 


him under the influence of whisky. 
Officer T. B. Lanford, one of the 
officers who had Bain in charge, said 
he thought he was under the influ- 
ence of whisky. Chief Henry Te 
testified to the same. 

Bain Again on Stand. 

In’rebuttal of the testimony that Bain 
was intoxicated and that he often 
spoke disparagingly of Williams, Bain 
Was again put on the stand. 

He stated that immediately after the 
shooting he went into Mr. Oberdorfer’s 
office. where he was given a large 
drink of whisky. Had it not been for 
this, he stated, he would probably 
have fainted. He made no statement 
as to his condition~at the time the 
shooting took place. 

MeClelland Opened Arguments. 

At this point both the state and the 
defense rested. 

An attempt was made to have an 
agreement reached between the attor- 
neysasto the time to be occupied by 
the speeches. The prosecution’s at- 
torneys declined to enter the agree- 
Judge Roan stated to the at- 
torneys, however, that the case would 
be finished‘during the day, even if a 
night session were necessary. 

Attorney McClelland opened for thé 
defense. In part he said: 

“TI have the profoundest respect for 
the defendant. I had as great respect 
for the deceased. 
was deplorable in the extreme, but we 
expect to show to the court_and jury 
that under the circumstances the de- 
“fendant is absolutely guiltless. 

“To begin with, I shall ask your 
Nionor to charge the jury that the poor 
physical condition of the defendant and 
the strength of the deceased are to be 
considered. Also that under these 
circumstances a fclony couid be com- 
mitted on the body of the defendant 
by striking him with the hand, al- 
though the deceased had no weapon in 
his hand.” 

. The attornev here read several de- 
cisions in support of his contention. 

Mr. McClelland then asked that 
Judge Roan adjourn the court for din- 
ner, as he (McClelland) was physically 
unable to continue. Judge Roan 
then announced court adjourned, it 
then being 12:15 o'clock. 

Afternoon Session. 

Court was called to order at 1:15 
o'clock, Mr. McClelland still having 
the floor. He announced that the op- 
posing counsel had agreed to limit 
‘their speeches. Mr. McClelland stated 


he would speak twenty minutes more, | 


. making his time an hour. Solicitor Hill 
and Attorney . Howard would have 
thirty minutes each and Attorneys Ar- 
mold and Cox would make the closing

Mr. McClelland resumed his argu- 
ment by chargit.& unfairness by the 
éounsel of the state after going over 
the testinrony of the witnesses. 

His claim of unfairness was that 
the state's counsel did not call some 
witnesses who were’ present~-in the 
court. room all during the trial, thus 
hiding the truth from the evidence.

Mr. Hill, in his usual strong and 
characteristic manner, began his sum- 
ming-up of the evidence, delving into 
witness’ testimony thoroughly, 
and closing by citing the law on ‘mur-

Solicitor Hill concluded his address 
at 2:30 o'clock, and was followed by 
Attorney William. Schley Howard, who 
is assisting the state. 


Attorney Howhrd 

Attorney Howard next opened his 
address for the state. It was-a pow-. 
erful piece of oratory and the un- 
divided attention of the terge crowd 
was his. His ‘opening ~"“mark was 
that he was Williams’ f°’ ‘<. 

He describeq what was in his mind 
the way the killing occurred. He 
used chair to describe the posi- 
tion of Williams. His contention was 
that his back was to Bain and that 
he swung around facing Bain and 
then fell out of his chair to the 
floor. 

The two desks, 
Howard, were seven feet and nine 
inches apart and when Williams fell 
he fell facing Bain, his head resting 
between two and three feet from 
Bain’s chair. 

Mr. Howard then went into the tes- 
timony of the witnesses and closed 
his address with a powerful argument. 

A recess of fifteen minutes was 
then taken and when court convened 
again Colonel Albert Cox started his 
concluding argument for the state. 

Colonel Cox then referred to sev- 
eral decisions that he claimed had 
direct bearing on the case, describing 
the cases as compared with the pres- 
ent one. 

Colonel Cox’s contention was that 
Bain was not in immediate danger 
and that he shot Williams out of re- 
venge and with malice aforethought. 

He then asked what would happen 
had Bain drawn his pistol and said: 
“Stop or I'll fire." Would Willjams 
have walked up into the face of that 
pistol, without 2 weapon? Well 
hardly. 


Colonel Cox then argued tnat there 
was a man between Bain and Wil- 
liams and drew the inference that 


Bain had a friend between himse!f 
and Willlams in Beardsley and that 
the “man between” was first shot 
down then Williams. No reasonable 
fear there in Colonel Cox's opinion. 
Colonel Cox dramatically -brought 
out the last words of Don Bain be- 
fore the killing in which he is al- 
leged to have said: “You slapped my 
face two months ago and «no man or 
a parfi ®0f a man would do that.” 
The nature of the wounds were then 
discussed at length by Colonel Cox. 
He then made reference to the testi- 
mony of Mr. Bain, stating that it was 
apré@pared one and he ridiculed the 
statement, especially the points about 


the men who had witnessed the vari- | 


ous events in thé defendant’s life. 

Bain and Beardsley, he declared, 
left the room without the slightest 
hint that a man was laying there 
with his life’s blood sapping out. 

Colonel Cox then declared that the 
cause of the killing was the slapping 
the face.

RUBE ARNOLD PLAYS “ACTOR 


IN DEFENDING DON M, BAIN 


With the ‘Aid of Hamilton Douglas,” Attorney for Defense 
Showed by Pantomime’How Killing of 
Williams Occurred. 


In closing the argument for the de- 
fense of Don M. Bain, charged with 
the murder of E. G. Williams, Atter- 
ney Reuben Arnold proved himself the 
actor as well as the orator. By pan- 
tomime he gave the jury his idea of 
how the killing of Williams occurred. 
First he acted >y himself and then he 
was aided b» Attorney Hamilton 
Douglas in a pantomime in which Ar- 
nold took the part of Bain and Doug- 
las that of Williams. This was done 
in the effort to convince the jury that 
Williams was charging on Bain at the 
time he fired. 

Attorney Arnold opened the clos- 
ing argument of the trial at 4:40 
o'clock. His first point was that he 
wished the court tg charge the jury 
specifically regarding conflicting evi- 
dence. : 

He then spoke of the character of 
Don Bain. In part. he said: “Tf this 
man, who fas lived sixty-three years 
without harming the hair of any man’s 
head up to this time and spent four 
years of that time at the front car- 
rying a mustket, is not able to bring 
this good record in defense. of himself, 
then he has lived ig vain.” 

He then dwelt upon the opinions 
of the doctors, “just out of college,” 
and sa‘d, “they were gping to make 
good doctors in time.” (Laughter.) 

He asked the jury to believe the 
testimony of Mr. Bain in the first 
place when it is corroborated, and in 
the second place when ‘it is not con- 
troverted. 

Incident Befere the Killing. 


He then Gwelt upon Bain’s state- 
ment, point by piont, declaring that 
it was a truthful statement: that he 
had the men who could prove the 
statements right in the courtroom. He 
then showed when Bain entered the 
room that “Williams was at his type- 
writer and he stopped writing. This, 
he believed, was corroborated by the 
unfinished letter. “The words ‘At Mil- 
ledgeville’ in the famous card were 
not written by Bain according to the 
latter’s statement, and corroborated 
by Beardsley. When Williams said 
someone would suffer, he referred only 
to Bain.” He then spoke of Williams’ 
going to the door and closing it, thus 
preventing any means of egress, 
which in itself was a threatening sign 
and said this was corroborated by 
Beardsley. 

He spoke of. Mr. Bain saying that 
Williams had slapped his face and said 
that this was corroborated by Beards- 
ley in his testimony when he said that 
Bain said this to Williams’ face and 
the latter did not deny the accusa- 
tion. 

Attorney Arnold took up the testi- 
mony of Mr. Beardsley and called at- 
tention to the testimony wherein 
Beardsley stated that the last he saw 
of Mr. Williams he was “taking a step 
or two towards Mr. Bain’s desk.” “He 
was charging him,’’ continued Mr. Ar- 
noid. “Lots of fellows i..-.. that way. 
Why, I remember a fellow in school 
with me who wags the worst fighter 
there, and he was a ‘butter.’ ” 

Attorney Plays the Actor. 

He took up the pistol used by Mr. 
Bain and snapped it at the floor to 
show how quickly the deed was done, 
and in a twinkling himself fell to the 
floor, giving a representation of how 
the defense thought Mr. Williams was 
charging Mr. Bain, and fell over to 
show how he believed Mr. Williams 
fell. The acting was splendid. and 
seemed to impress the jury. 

He declared that Mr. “ain was in 
mortat terror, thought he was about to 
be attacked, as he\had been before, 
and fired as he would have at a wild 
beast or rattlesnake. 4 

“How much time,’ he continued, ‘did! 
that old man (Mr. Bain) have to make 
up his mind over a point, you gentle- 
men of the jury have had two days to 
think about. 

“You cannot hold but that old 
man thought himself in grave danger 
when he fired. 


“Now, about that cry: ‘Don’t, Mr.

Jalil as Bad as Gallows. 
' “Mr. Bain; himself, says Williams 
was coming .at him,” he concluded. 

Then he paid a tribute to Mr. Bain 
and his friends. ‘ 

‘There he sits. Am old man, with- 
out a dollar, but he has more friends 
than. lots of men with money, and they 
stick to him, too. He coutd have been 
rich if he had clung to a, dollar as 
some of his contemporaries did. He is 
a man who bared his. breast to defend 
the south, and who has contributed to 
her upbuilding since. We are not so 
timid as tos think we are in danger 
from him, if he {s acquitted. We are 
better off for him having lived. To 
convict him would be rank injustice. 
God knows the day has not come to 
convict him without more evidence. 

“He has been punfshed enough to 
know that he has killed a human be- 
ing, and to have lain tn fall during 
the past two sultry months.” 

Then Attorney Arnold made a rapid 
resume of the testimony offered, and 
asked: ‘‘Who said he shot without 
cause? No one. 

“Who said. Williams was adva-:. 
ing—Beardsley. 

“Who said Williams shut the office 
door—Beardsley. 

“There is a dispute as to the out- 
cry—Bain said it was anger. 

“Who said he was drunk? Nobody. 

“What is there left? Two doctors’ 
testimony, and all say the wounds 
could have been inflicted with Williams 
charging, if low enough. 

“We have proved his defense beyond 
Gentlemén of the 
jury, that old man had as soon be 
hanged as to go to jail. If your 
minds are uncertain, and you can’t 
tell ,exactly, the prisoner must be given 
the benefit of the doubt. 

“Who says ‘murder” No one. Man: 
slaughter would be as much as capi- 
tal punishment to him. Restore him 
to his friencs and his freedom. He 
has suffered as much, guiltless, as any 
man guilty.’

KEEP THE PICTURE SHOWS SANITARY. 


Officials of Atlanta’s board of health and police commission have wisely 
and commendably taken hold of the matter of securing. the necessary ordi- 
nances for providing and enforcing sanitary regulations in the many moving 
picture shows and small theaters, whdse popularity has made them perma- | 
nent amusement institutions. , 

In the economy of space and the hurry to get these amusement resorts 
into money-making commission, principles of sanitation have been neglected 
and ignored. 

The result is, perhaps, a hundred or More person. are cooped up for 
thirty minutes to an hour in a room where the sun never penetrates and 
which, because of absence of ventilation, is filled with noxious, germ-ladep 
gases rich and prolific in disease. 

Scarcely one person in a hundred will ever stop to think of the sanitary 
surroundings in a place of this sort: a danger unseen is a danger ignored. 

But the danger is there, in the form of disease germs, blown about 
the closed room by the electric fans used to keep the bad air in motion. 

Under the spur of compeution, these smal theaters give a splendid show 
for the small price charged for admission, and thei: popularity attracts 
crowds, often to the point of suffocation. 

But ventilation is of small concern to the average spectator while he is 


| being amused. 


The only remedy against the spread of Gcisease froi. amusement resorts 
of this kind, therefore, is proper regulation by the health authorities of 
the city. | 

President Bernard Wolff, of the board of health, and Police Commissicner 
A. H. VanDyke have very wisely and appropriately taken told of the matter 
with a view to securing the enactment such ordinances as will permit 
this needed regulation in the interest of the public health. 

In concluding their letter addressed to City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
regarding the necessity for the enactment of such ordinances, these offi- 
cials say: 


These reso ts are cheap—appeal to the million, and are probably perma- 
nent features of“public amusement. Gaining recognition as such, they become 
amenable to fixed sanitary laws regulating their operation. We would respect- 
fully suggest that such regulations be enacted as to cover proper ventilation by 
exhaust fans or similar appliances, seating capacity on the basis of number of 
cubic feet of air necessary for health, and the cleaning, by 
cf the premises, at intervals of not less than sfx hours. 
Eygienic measures would rob a clean and wholesome amusement of those fea- 
tures which at present are directly dangerous to the health of fts patrons. 


It should be the desire and pleasure of the mans_cment of this class 
of resorts to take these important sanitary precautions in the interests of 
their patrons, even in the absence of legal requirement. 

But tnere should be no delay in the enactment of the require? ordi- 
nances, for there are cases, doubtless, in which compulsion will prove the 
only effective method of getting results.

The antagonism of Reyes and his following was directed against Diaz’s 
plan to re-elect Ramon Corral vice president, the ultimate intention being 
to groom Corral to succeed Diaz when the jatter dies, an event that his 
great age may precipitate at any time. 

_€orral is not popular with the Mexican masses, although he and Diaz 
have the support oi the more substantial element of the country, and notably 
the foreign and native business interests, who do not care to see their hold- 
ings jeopardized by revolutionary developments. 

Reyes, on the other hand, appeals to the popular imagination. He is 
a dashing, brilliant soldier, a strategist of proved ability, with a marvelous 
faculty of ingratiating himself with the masses. 

The extent to which disaffection has gone is shown’ in the campaign of 
Corral for re-election as vice president, when in his speeches in many of 
the importent Mexican towns his meetings were violently invaded and 
broken up by partisans. of Reyes. 

Friends of Diaz in this country profess conviction that he will be able 
to subdue opposition to his plans, safely re-elect Corral and dispose of the 
ambitions of Reyes without plunging the republic into civil war. 

For the sake of peace on this ccntinent and of the future stability of 
Mexico, Americans will hope for a pacific settlement of existing complica- 
tions. Diaz is, however, extremely old and feeble, and indicaticns bave 
not been lacking that his one-time iron grip gives evidence of relaxing.

BEING CAREFULLY PLANNED , 


“The two-mile automobile speedway 
of the Atlanta Automobile Assqcia- 
tion,” said Edward E. Clapp, assistant 
secretary of the association, ‘is the 
most scientifically planned and most 
perfectly constructed race course in 
the world We have overcome ail of 
the imperfections and difficulties en- 
countered by the Indianapolis track, 
and we fully expect to lower-all 
_world’s records on our track during 
our race meet in November. 

“The track at Indianapolis is a rec- 
tangle, with four curves, with a ra- 
dius of 220 feet each. The Atlanta 
track has but two curves—one at eacn 
end. These curves are perfect semi- 
circles, with a radius of 880 feet, 
making the length of the curve from 
tip to tip one-half mile, and the dis- 
tance between the ends of the are is 
one-third of a mile. 

“The greatest care was taken to 
overcome the centrifugal force of the 
heavy flying machines, and the track 
on the curves has been banked so as 
to permit a speed of two miles a min- 
ute. ’ 

“The Indianapolis track is construct- 
ed of sand and loam, and during my 
recent visit to that track I found that 
the builders were experiencing the 
greatest difficulty in securing a bind- 
er ‘which would produce a satisfactory 
surface. For the past two months the 
engineers of the Atlanta Automobite 
Association, together with the repre- 
sentatives of the Standard Oil Com- 
peny, assisted by Atlanta’s city en- 


gineer, have heen experimenting with 
different combinations of sand, clay, 
gravel and asphaltum, and they have 


‘yseveral combinations which expert au- 


tomobile men and road builders de- 
clare to be the most perfect surface 
ever devised for speed contests. 

“The foundation of the Atlanta track 
is req clay, and the heavy rains of the 
past month fhhave greatly assisted in 
packing the curves. These curves are 
being continually rolled by the ten-ton 
roller used to pack the earth as fast 
as it is placed in position. 

“The center of the track at Fndian- 
apolis contains several acres of tim- 
ber land, which not only obstructs the 
view of the spectators, but also pre- 
vents the drivers from seeing one an- 
other when. on Sepoetts sides of the 
track. 

“There will be no trees or shrubbery 
in the center of the Atlanta track, and 
the entire course ‘may be seen from 
the grandstand. 

“Our track will, at all times. be 
thoroughly oiled, ané it will be im- 
possible for the flying machines’ to 
create any dust. It is the intention of 
Mr. Candler and Mr. Durant, who are 
now in Indianapolis, in the interest of 
the November races, to install the most 
perfect timing system ever devised on 
the Atlanta course. 

“Mr. Bourque, the driver who was 
killed at Y!ndianapolis, was one of the 
attractions booked for the Atlanta 
races.

Wrightsville, Ga., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—-The young children of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. C. Tompkins, who were the 
victims of an ‘auto accident several 
days ago, when a Buick. car, driven 
by Oswald Tompkins, was wrecked by 
an engine on. the Wrightsville and 
Tennille railroad, are all recovering 
save Nina, who died the morning after 
the accident. 

The tragedy cast.a decided pall over 
Wrightsville and the whole of John- 
son copnty. Following the accident, 
business here was practically sus- 
pended fer the remainder of the day. 

Nina Tompkins, the only one of the 
five victims who was fatally injured, 
Was 12 years of age and a bright, 
happy child. The little girl is shown 
in the accompanying cut with her 
friend and schoolmate, Clarice Kent. 

Oswald Tompkins, the eldest son of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Tompkins, was 
driving the machine at the time’ ofthe 
accident. His statement after the ‘ae- 
cident revealed the fact that he did 
not see the train until he had reached 


the track, and the engine was within 
twenty feet of him. He put on the 
emergency brake, but it was too late. 
The car was demolished and some of 
the children were knocked fifty feet 
by the impact of the train. 

- William Tompkins, 9 years old, had 
his right arm broken In two places, 
his body badly bruised and received 
slight flesh wounds. 

Roger Tompkins, aged 7 vears, 
ceived a fracture of the skull. 

Emma Tompkins, aged 14 years, re- 
ceived flesh wounds on the forehead 
and face. 

For several days fears were enter- 
tained for Roger and William, but the 
littie fellows afe showing steady im- 
provement. 

Andrew Bird, the negro man em- 
ployed by’ the Tompkins; who was in 
the auto when theaccident occurred, 
sustained a double fracture of his left 
limb, and scalp wounds.

UDGE ADVOCATE 
DERELICT IN DUTY

Says Attorney for 
Defense in Sutton 
Case. 


Washington. August 20.—Sharply 
eriticising the conclusions of the court 
of inquiry which recently reinvesti- 
gated the death of Second Lieutenant 
James N. Sutton, of the United States 
marine corps, Henry E. Davis, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Sutton, mother of the 
dead officer, in a statement issued to- 
day declares that the judge advocate 
was derelict in his duty in not confin- 
ing the two legal propositions sub- 
mitted by Mr. Davis. Had he done 
80 and the court heeded him, Mr. Davis 
continues. “it would have been abso- 
Intely obliged to seclude the hypothe- 
Sis of suicide, and almost as certainly 
to exclude the hypothesis of a wound 
self-inflicted in any manner as the ex- 
Olanation of the cause of Lieutenant 
Sutton’s death.” 

On the two propositions referred to 
Vr. Davis stated that one of them re- 
lated to the “quality and extent of evi- 
fence necessary to a verdict of suicide, 
and the other respecting the condi- 
tlons under which a phenomenal ex- 
plantation of a given situation—#in thie 
case, the nature of Lieutenant Sut- 
ton’s wound—could be accepted.”’ 

In view of the findings and opinion 
of the court of inquiry, especially the 
fifth opinion that the charges of Mrs. 
Sutton are “‘“‘unsupported by even a 
shadow of reason,’’ Mr. Davis declares 
that he feels it to be his duty to Lieu- 
tenant Sutton’s mother, whom, he says, 
‘has so faithfully sought to relieve her 
ton from the stigma of suicide,” to 
submit a statement for the considera- 
tion of the public. He refers to the 
language used in the decision of the 
court as “eminently injudicial and un- 
pecessarily harsh.” 

“I am impelled to this course in 
large part,’ says Mr. Davis, “by the 
apprehension that those who know 
only so mygch of the case as the press 
has found it possible to publish may 
be led to think that the determina- 
tion of a body of officers in the mili- 
tary service of the country must be a 
righteous result, and that Mrs. Sut- 
ton’s attitude may have been justly 
estimated by those to whom the honor 
ef the service, as well as the cause of 
ee was for the occasion commit- 
ed. 

Mr. Davis then reviews exhaustively 
the findings of the court and concludes 
by saying that the statement is on his 
own exclusive responsibility and is 
given out without conference with any 
ether person whomsoever. 

Mr. Davis declined to state what 
urther action he would take, although 
t was made evident that the case 
would not be dropped. He is leav- 
ing the city today to be gone until Oc- 
tober and said that upon his return 
he would make an announcement of 
his purpose. °

They learn the significance 
of cooperation and group action in 
those games requiring team work. At 
play the cheat is quickly discovered 
and punished with ostracism by his 
fellows. Such object lessons in the 
fundamentals of morality are invalu- 
able in the normal development of any 
child. After all, character is acquired 
from environment and not from the 
blood.” 

To play is as natural to the child as 
to eat and as necessary to his healthy 
development. Among the students of 
child nature it is an understood fact 
that all work and no play makes Jack 
not only a dull boy, but, in most cases, 
a bad boy as well. Judge Ben Lindsay 


tells us that nine times out of ten the 
boy who breaks the law is not a crimi- 
nal.

What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, August 20.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say that the jobbing 
trade and manufacturing industry 
tend to expand as the vacation séason 
Wanes and harvest possibilities grow 
into certainties. From a number of 
markets, however, it was the reitera- 
tion of reports that purchasers take 
hold conservatively and that railroads 
are still cautious buyers. 

Currency shipments to the country 
ar enlarging and money is torre- 
spondingly firmer.

Perhaps -the 
most encouraging features reported 
this week come from a few of the 
leading industries. Iron and steel buy- 
ing has become more confident, rail- 
way purchasing being in evidence, and 
the premiums are being offered for 
early deliveries of materials intended 
for manufacture.

SOUTHWEST SHOWERS _

The Market Closed Easy at Net 
Decline of 18 to 24 
Points. 


New York, August 20.—Reports of 
lower temperatures and showers in 
the southwest caused a decline in the 
cotton market today, the close being 
easy at a net loss of 18@24 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
Cline of 7@9 points, with active months 
selling about 8 to 10 points net lower 
during the first few minutes, owing to 
lowet cables than expected, scattering 
liquidation and local ,bear pressure. 
After early offerings had been ab- 
sorbed, the market rallied to within 4 
or 6 points of last night’s close on the 
detailed Texas report showing very 
little improvement in the weather dur- 
ing the past 24 hours, and covering, 
but soon weakened again and reached 
the lowest point late in the day, when 
selling was encouraged by a number 
of private wires reporting showers in 
parts of Texas, accompanied by lower 
temperatures and also by tal kof 
lower offerings for early shipment 
from the eastern belt. Last prices 
were the lowest of the day. Local 
bulls claim that the showers reported 
so far in the sotuhwest are not suf-. 
ficient to do the crop any good, and 
should they be followed by renewed 
heat, might prove detrimental in the 
long run, but there was no aggressive 
support at any time during the day, 
business being largely in the way of 
evening up for the week-end, and 
while awaiting developments with ref- 
erence to the effect of increasing new 
crop receipts.

HEAVY LIQUIDATION | 


IN STOCK MARKET 


But in the Final Hour Many 
Stocks Regained Most of | 
Their Loss. 


New York, August 20.—Following in 
a course of the previous four days, 
today’s stock market was again very 
irregular when not altogether disor- 
ganized. At the opening, most de- 
Clines were fractional, bit before the 
end of the first hour the movement 
gathered greater momentum under a 
free accumulation of selling orders and 
recession of 2 points or more were re- 
corded throughout the active list. The 
businesg of the morning gession was 
estimated, at over 700,000 shares. Just 
how much of this huge amount repre- 
sented long stock, and how much op- 
erations for the decline, it is, of course, 
impossible to say. There were inter- 
mittent rallies, but early in the after- 
noon the stock list took a fresh start, 
with further liquidation in Union Pa- 
cific, Southern Pacific, Reading Steel 
and other of the active group. Of the 
many theories offered, to account for 
the market’s extreme heaviness, only 
two are worthy of serious considera- 
tion. The first has to do with thé ap- 
prehension existing in many quarters 
regarding the health of E. H. Harri- 
man, and the other is that a ‘“‘shaking 
out” of the rank and file, was deemed 
advisable by those who are supposed 
to be in control of the market's ma- 
chinery. Of the latter line of reason- 
ing, it can only be said that no doubt 
is entertained in most well informed 
circles that the last few days have 
witnessed the utter obliteration of 
many weekly margined accounts, as 
well as the complete shriveling up-of 
vast paper profits. It is noteworthy 
that the better known commission 
houses seem to have played only a 
passive part in the week’s declines, 
which may be accepted as an indicatien 
that out-of-town centers were 
Slightly interested in 
events here. Despite fears to the con- 
trary, the final hour was characterized 
by orderly and steady recovery, many 
issues regaining the larger part of 
their loss, while not a few made net 
creer Throughout the day considera- 
le stréngth was shown by a group of 
Specialties which included United 
States Rubber, American Car and 
Foundry, and American Locomotive. 
The local tractiongalso exhibited much 
steadiness. Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific, Reading and United States 
Steel made up fully 60 per cent of the 
day’s busines, which aggregated 1,450,- 
shares. London was a seller here to 
the extent of 40,000 shares. The heavy 
liquidation in stocks made for easier 
rates in the money market, but the 
demand was very light. Forecasts 
of the weekly cash movement indicate 
a gainof about $3,500.000 by local 
banking institutions, much of this 
coming from the interior. The day’s 
budget of news bearing upon the 
financial situation included advices of 
better cotton crop conditions in Texas. 
cooler weather in the corn belt and 
record-breaking sales of wool in Bos- 
ton. A marked decline in copper ex- 
ports for the week wag reported.

Chicago, August 20.—lIdeal weather 
for the harvesting of the new crop of 
wheat in the northwest caused a se- 
vere slump in wheat prices on. the 
Board of Trade today, but much of 
the loss was subsequently regained on 
covering by shorts.

190 points lower, was 
allowed, especially in view of the po- 
sition of raw sugar selling at 4.11 
cents, leaving only 74 points margin— 
much too small at this time of the 
vear.
